NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Men of the 
cruiser Columbia tell an interesting 
story of their search for the wreck of 
the lumber schooner Edward L. Allen, 
abandoned at sea June 26, south of 
Nantucket Shoals and which has since 
been drifting about in the path of 
trans-Atlantic liners. The Columbia 
returned to port yesterday, having ac- 
complished the derelict’s destruction. 
The cruiser put to sea last Thurs- 
day with instructions from Rear-Ad- 
miral Coghlan to find the wreck of the 
lumber schooner. On reaching a point 
about 100 miles off Sandy Hook, the 
search began, just as the sun set. Com- 
mander Bowyer ordered that ‘the 
Columbia travel in a square of four- 
teen miles during the night, with the 
searchlight working all the time. A

Johnson then made his opening state- 
ment. He said it would be shown that 
Dmmons never on the night of Janu- 
ary 18, Or at any other time, entered 
into an agreement with any member 
of the Committee on Commissions and 
Retrenchment to seex.money from any 
source: that the meeting at which the 
committee organized did not last after 
11 o'clock, as Bunkers had testified to; 
that Bunkers and Wright did not ac- 
company Emmons to Tenth and K 
streets; that the defendant was ap- 
pointed to his place on the committee 
voluntarily and without solicitation by 
Lieut.-Gov. Alden Anderson. 

Johnson said he would show by tes- 
timony that Gavin McNab knew the 
Continental Building and Loan Agsso- 
elation was going to be investigated in 
good faith; that the prosecution is not 
conducted for the people, but by and 
for the Continental Bullamg and Loan 
Association, and that the only integest 
the people of this county have in the 
case is to pay the very great cost grow- 
ing out of the prosecution.

MOST REMARKABLE FLIGHT AC- 
COMPLISHED AT PORTLAND. 
Lincoln Beachey Demonstrates Pos- 
sibilities of Aeronautics in Commer- 
cial Affairs by Delivering Letters at 
Several Points About Exposition 

City—Spectacular Features. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED 

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 26.—Perhaps 
the most remarkable flight ever accom- 
plished in an airship was made today 
by Lincoln Beachey in the airship City 
of Portland, from the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition grounds over the city and 
back to the exposition grounds. 

Not only was the flight a success 
from a spectacular standpoint, but in 
a measure it demonstrated the possibil- 
ities of airships in commrecial affairs 
Beachey navigated the huge vessel 
with wonderful dexterity and precision, 
at all times having the airship unegr 


control. 

During his flight, Beachey made one 
stop, on top of he Chamber of Com- 
merce building, where he delivered a 
letter written by President Goode of 
the exposition to the Chamber of Com- 
merce relating tö the efforts of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the com- 
mercial clubs of the city in their efforts 
to secure an attendance of one hun- 
dred thousand at the exposition next 
Saturday, Portland Day. 

After delivering President Goode's 
letter to the Chamber of Commerce, 
Beachey once more ascended and head- 
ed his airship toward the office of the 
Oregon Journal, where he dropped an- 
other letter addressed to that paper by 
President Goode. | 

From the Journal, the airship swiftly 
made its way to the Oregonian bulld- 
ing, where another letter addressed tu 
the Evening Telegram, having bearing 
on Portland Day. was dropped on the 
roof of the building. . 

From the Oregonian building 
Beachey headed westward toward St. 
Vincent Hospital, maneuvering high in 
the air over that building for a few 
minutes. 

Beachey then headed the airship for 
the exposition grounds, where he land- 
ed safely after, perhaps, the most re- 


markable flight in the history of air 
navigation.

BIGSWARM 


OF TOURISTS. 
“Arcade Station Bulges With 
Their Belongings. 


Tremendous Crush of Bag- 


gage of Newcomers. 


Salt Lake's Latest Move To- 
ward Espee De pot. 


Arcade depot is glutted with the 
baggage of tou who are pouring 
into Los Angeles under the cheap 
rates from the East. Trunks and other 
personal belongings of travelers have 
overfiowed the large baggage-room 
there and are stacked up in great piles 
tm the big train shed. It looks like the 
arrival of an immense theatrical com- 
pany.

Three cariédads of baggage—about

probably 2000 trunks, suit cases and 
miscellaneous luggage in the baggage- 
room and train shed to be claimed by 
owners. 

All day and far into the night the 
transfer companies were busy carting 
Away the baggage. A solid line of 
wagons was in front of the station 
and drivers hustled away every few 
minutes with heavy loads for hotels, 

ng-houses and the other abodes 
of the arriving hordes. 

So much baggage was piled outside 
the station last night a guard 


Was placed in charge of it, to see that 


it was not molested. With the hang- 
ers-on incident to the departure of 
the big circus trains it was not con-

While the accumulation of baggage 
yesterday was enormous, it is ex- 
pected that it willl increase instead of 
decrease within the next few days. 
The rate of $33 from Chicago and 
from the Missouri River has been in 
effect eleven days, but it is declared 
that, despite the large numbers that 
already have arrived, there will be 
many more within the next week or 
two.

Pension Roll Decreases. 


The roll reached the maxi- 
mum number in its history on January 
21 last, the number being 1,004,196. The 
roll passed the million mark in Sep- 
tember of last year, and gradually in- 
creased for the next four months. The 
decline began with the first of last 
February, and by the following May 
had dropped below the million mark. 
These facts are developed in a synops 
of the annual report of Pension Com- 
missioner Warner covering the opera- 
tions of his office for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 last.. At the end of the 
year the number of pensions had de- 
clined to 998,441, a net increase for the 
year of 3679. During the year the bu- 
reau issued 185,242 pension certificates, 
of which number over 50,000 were orig- 
mals. The annual value of the pension 
roll on June 30, 1905, was $136,745,295. By 
the term annual value“ is meant the 
amount of money required to pay the 
pensioners then on the roll for one 
year. During the year 43,883 pension- 
ers were dropped from the roll by rea- 
son of death, and of this number 30,324 
were survivors of the Civil War. On 
June 90, 1905, the roll contained the 
names of 684,508 survivors of the Civil 
War, a decrease of over 6000 from the 
previous year.—{Chicago Review.

The committee will at- 
tempt to frame a bill as a substitute 
for the Esch-Townsend Bill, which 
passed the House with a rush at the 
last session, and was then calmly and 
neatly choked to death in the Senate. 
It is an effort to frame some legisia- 
tion that will give the people a meas- 
ure of relief without delegating addi- 
tional powers to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission—an effort to legis- 
late and yet leave the railroads in full 
control of the matter of railroad rates. 
It would not be fair to say that the 
committee will try to pass some legis- 
lation that will amount to nothing, in 
the hope that the clamoring public will 
be kept quiet. We believe the mem- 
bers of the committee must see by this 
time that there is some real need for 
legislation, and even if we consider 
them as leaning on the side of the rallr 
road companies, they would de short- 
sighted indeed if they could not see 
that an attempt to biuff the public 
with meaningless statutes would result 
in drastic railroad legislation in the 
long run. | 
Unquestionably it is true that there 
has been something of a change in the 
public frame of mind regarding rall- 


pass a bill at the last session of Con- 
gress. There still are those who insist 
that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is the one tribunal which should be 
invested with sufficient authority to 
carry out its decrees. It is regarded as 
the best-informed body on railroad 
matters, and it is still the opinion of 
a very large number of people that 
this body should have power to substi- 
tute a reasonable charge for an unjust 
rate wherever one is found to exist. The 
number of people who consider the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission as a 
body which should have power to make 
initial rates is small, and probably has 
grown smalier since there has been 
such a general discussion of the rail- 
road problem. In this respect there 
has been a change, not altogether 
brought about by the earnest work 
done by the railroad companies and 
their press agents, but because people 
have been led to look into the matter 
for themselves. 

But the greater number of the Amer- 
ican people are concerned. so far as the 
railroads are concerned, with the mat- 
ter of privilege and inequality in op- 
portunities to make use of the so-called 
public facilities of transportation. They 
do not seek a general overturning of 
the policy of the government toward 
the railroads; they do not ask for gov- 
ernment ownership, or the making, or 
even the revision of rates, by a Fo- 
ernment tribunal. They do insist upon 
“the fair deal” for the shipper. They 
that shippers shall all de 
treated alike, and that no one commu- 
nity shall be placed af an artificial ad- 
vantage over another community. They 
object to secret rebates, or open ones, 
to extortionate charges through the 
medium of private car lines which 
evade the rule under pretence that they 
are not common carriers, to the farce of 
side tracks of industrial corporations 
run as separate railroads, to a hundred 
abuses which show discrimination in 
one way and another. They 
that the existing Elkins law is not 
adeqyate to prevent the evils of which 
they complain. demand some 
legislation which will be adequate. 
The remedy which it is said Senator 
Elkins will propose to his committee 
is the establishment of a “court of in- 
terstate commerce.“ The powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
are not to be increased. They are still 
to remain inquisitors merely with 
power to recommend to the railroads 
that things be done. In the case of the 
establishment of a court of interstate 
commerce,“ the findings of the com- 
mission might be regarded as a taking 
of the testimony in the case, and the 
court would then fix the remedy by 
maki a rate to take the place of the 
one which had been found unjust, or 
by enforcing the provisions of the El- 
kins law. If it is deemed advisable to 
establish a new court the judges of the 
Circuit Courts might act as such a 
tribunal, with an appeal from their de- 
cision to the United States Supreme 
Court. It is questionable whether such 
a tribunal would be found to give that 
prompt remedy which is desirable, but 
it is possible that this might be gat! 
— 2 adjusted. Until we have — 
more definite idea of the probable com- 
position of such a bill as the committee 
may draw up, we must content our- 
selves with pleasing reflection on the 
signs that the august Senate of the 
United States has come to see that

Bishop J. F. Berry, the friend of. 
the young people,” delightfully enter- 
tained the students of the University 
of Southern California yesterday 
morning. He made heipful and appro- 
priate remarks emphasizing the need 
of system in all the duties of college 
life, and the advantages of a Chris- 
tian institution. The bishop expressed 
great surprise at the remarkable ad- 
vance of the universfty during the past 
year, and prophesied a glowing future 
for the Methodist school.

the nation) is of the unions, by the 
unions, and for the unions, instead of 
being of the people, by the people, and 
for the people.” 

The very fact that organized labor is 
against the fair and just and reason- 
able clause of the proposed constitu- 
tion. above quoted, is proof conciusive 
of the injustice, the one-sidedness, and 
the unfairness of its concepts and of 
its practices. It is continuously seek- 
ing advantages for itself at the ex- 
pense of other workmen as good as any 
within its membership. Its whole aim 
and purpose is to gain advantages over 
other men. The only “elevation of 
labor” which it contemplates is the ele- 
vation of its own members over those 
who are outside its control. It neither 
believes in nor advocates nor practices 
the principle of fair dealing as be- 
tween man and man. It loses no op- 
portunity nor hesitates at any crime to 
gain its unholy ends. It is funda- 
mentally selfish, and it carries its un- 
hampered selfishness into the varied 
details of daily life. 

For these reasons, and for many 
others equally cogent, the modern 
labor union is a curse to society (upon 
which it preys,) a detriment to good 
government, and a hindrance to human 
progress. If permitted to pursue its 
course unchecked, it woyld soon 
monopolize everything worth monopo- 
lizing in the world, and would estab- 
lish a despotism more galling than anz 
conceived or established in the Dark 
Ages. 


HE AUTO @ROBLEM. 

They have their automobile prob- 
lem over in France, as we have in the 
United States, and as all civilized coun- 
tries have it. The automobile is a new 
and an expensive toy, and it is to be ex- 
pected that those who are fond of toys, 
and can afford the luxury, will insist 
upon playing with them. 

But the automobile is more than a 
mere toy. It is a useful and even an 
indispensable invention, which is prob- 
ably destined to grow more and more 
in popularity and use as its mechanism 
fis improved, its cost decreased, and its 
field of operations extended. Doubt- 
less the automobile will find its right- 
ful place in due course of time, when 
its field of usefulness and its limitations 
will be universally recognized, and 
there will no longer be any “problem” 
connected with its use. In the mean- 
time, however, before that eminently 
desirable consummation shall have 
been reached, some restrictive legisla- 
tion will be necessary, and numerous 
comfortable fortunes wif? be paid in 
fines for fast driving and‘ other infrac- 
tions of laws necessary for protecting 
the rights of all. 

A dispatch from Paris announces 
that automobile accidents are to be 
made the subject of a parliamentary 
debate in that country. Senator Golot 
declares that “automobile accidents 
have become too numerous, both in the 
towns and on the country roads, and 
there is no security for pedestrians. 
This state of affairs,” he further de- 
clares, with truth, calls for prompt 
and efficacious remedial measures. 
Public opinion might be reassured if 
the courts were severe on offenders, 
but the judges are generally lenient, 
and when conviction is obtained it is 
almost invariably commuted or can- 
celed by pardon. Consequently, drivers 
have no reason to deprive themselves 
of the intoxicating ‘joy of speed.“ 

That there is too much reaching after 
this intoxicating “joy of speed,” will 
hardly be denied. This is the core of 
the auto problem. The automobile ‘s 
as harmless as a baby carriage if it be 
not driven at a rate of speed which en- 
dangers the lives or leads to the dis- 
comfort of others. The question of 
regulating its speed so as to insure 
“the greatest good to the greatest 
number” is a difficult and delicate 
proposition. It must be worked out by 
degrees, and through the courts and 
legislative bodies. 

There should be no desire nor at- 
tempt to throw unreasonable restric- 
tions around the use of the automob!!e. 
On the other hand, the dangerous rates 
of speed which have been tolerated, 
and which have caused so many fatali- 
ties, must obviously be abated.’ The 
highways of the land are for the rea- 
sonable use of all people and for 
vehicles of all kinds, if the same be 
propelled at reasonable rates of speed. 

It is for the interest of automobilists 
themselves to insist upon moderate and 
safe rates of speed upon the public 
highways. They are all interested di- 
rectly in the good-roads movement. In 
this meritorious movement all classes 
of citizens ought to be interested, but 
only on condition that good roads, 
when built, shall be available for the 
use of all the people, without danger. 
To allow dangerous rates of driving 
upon the highways of the land would 
put a serious check upon the movement 
for better roads, for such speeds would 
preclude their use, to a large extent, for 
the ordinary purposes of traffic. If 
automobilists must run their machines 
at inordinate speeds, let it be done on 
private rights of way, built especially 
for realizing the “intoxicating joy of 
speed.” 

NION SLUGGERS. 

All the way from Chicago comes 
the astounding announcement that un- 
ion slugging is to be stopped in that 
city. It seems too wild and improbable 
a tale to be true, yet the announcement 
is made upon seemingly reliable au- 
thority. It seems that the recent ex- 
posures of the slugging methods em- 


ployed by union plug-uglies (known as 


agents and representatives of labor un- 
ions,) to intimidate non-unionists, has 
aroused some stirrings of conscience, 
even in Chicago, where all the world 
had supposed that every vestige of 
conscience had long ago been wiped 
The Chief of Police of Chicago (Mr. 
Collins) has’ even declared to the 
world that he proposes to take imme- 
diate steps “to prevent further crim- 
inal slugging of innocent working peo- 
ple” by representatives and agents of

organized labor. Such @ declaration | 


from such a source is indeed surpris- 
ing. Its full significance (coming from 
Chicago) is not to be comprehended at 
once. It will take time. The declara- 
tion of Chief Collins actually amounts 
„to @ public announcement that here- 
after he will perform the duty which 
he is under a solemn oath to perform 
—to uphold the laws, to preserve the 
public peace, and to treat all men with 
justice and equality before the law, or 
words to that effect. This policy, if it 
were carried out, would be so radical a 
departure from prevailing methods in 
Chicago that Chicago would hardly 
know itself. 

Stop union slugging in Chicago! 
Then the thing can really be done, 
can it? Upon more than one occasion 
we have been informed by apologists 
for union rufflanism, (1) that no such 
thing as union slugging existed in 
Chicago, and (2) that all the slugging 
was done by brutal “union sympathiz- 
ers; also (3) that the evil could not 
be suppressed by the police. The an- 
nounced determination of Chief Col- 
lins to put a stop to these crimes 
shows that he takes no stock in any 
of these silly pronouncements; that 
he believes the crimes of unionism can 
and ought to be suppressed. 

It is not at all probable that the 
crimes of unionism will be suppressed 
in Chicago, notwithetanding the some- 
what flamboyant anc spectacular an- 
nouncement of the Chief of Police. 
While the Chief’s intentions may be 
of the best, he is only the head of the 
police department, not the head of the 
city government. The Mayor of Chi- 
cago is more or less tinctured with the 
virus of tainted unionism, and the 
Common Council of the olty is afraid 
to stand up manfully for the suppres- 
sion of union lawlessness. Even after 
the exposure of their dark record of 
crime, including the crime of murder, 
the unionist “leaders” in Chicago still 
exert a balaful influence sufficient to 
intimidate .ik-kueed and subservient 
officials into shutting their eyes to the 


by union thugs and assassins. 

The way, and probably the only ef- 
fective way, to wipe out the union 
thuggery and sluggery in Chicago is 
to wipe out the dominant and 
domineering features of unionism, 
which in the Chicago case would 
doubtless necessitate the wiping 
out of unionism itself. It is extremely 
doubtful whether the thing known in 
Chicago as unionism could exist without 
its adjunct of killing and maiming. The 
two seem to be joined together by in- 
dissoluble bonds. To kill one-half of 
the monstrosity would necessarily kill 
the other half. But Chicago will never 
dare to do the killing.

THE LATE P. A. COLLINS. 


An Appreciative Sketch of One of Ire- 
land’s Most Gifted 
Sons. 
[F. A. O Farren in Boston Tran- 
script:] 
“Great men grow greater with the 


deen the latest, 
And they mongst those whose nasnes 
have grown sublime, 

Who worked for human liberty are 

greatest.” 

Had John Hoyle O'Reilly survived P. 
A, Collins he \} ould have given to his 
memory the meed of a melodious verse 
such as that I quote above. No more 
ideal friendship existed in the liter- 
ature of the world than that between 
Collins and O'Reilly. Born in the 
same year, 1844, one on the banks of 
the Boyne in royal Meath, the other 
on the banks of the Bride. O'Reilly 
grew up in the midst of scenes that 


greatness of his race ere the Haps- 
burgs began or the Caesars overtirew 
the republic of Rome. Collins first 
saw the light in the midst of those 
lovely dales and giens which centuries 
before inspired the imperishable song 
of Edmund Spenser. It was there, too, 
that much of the _childhoo!l of Edmund 
Burke was spent. 

The mother that nurtured and 
nursed and inspired his 
genius was a Nagle of the Blackwa- 
ter side. So also was her niece, Miss 
Clare Nagle, a name forever sacred 
and flustrious. In the tithe war the 
Collins family had taken a leading part 
and two of them were brutally shot 
down and mu rtyrs to lib- 
erty. . 

Collins was only two years old when 
the great O'Connell called at his 
father's farm and foretold that the 
child would do honor to his sires. It 
was a happy omen, that meeting be- 
tween the mighty tribune upon whom 
the shadows of death were already 


to win so much renown. 

At twenty-one, however, we find him 
traveling everywhere banding the 
Irish together and rousing them to 
heroic efforts for the freedom of the 
motherland. But even here he met 
with disappointment, for cash counseis 
prevailed and Collins abandoned the 
Fenian movement. Then we find him 
back in Boston working away at his 
trade and studying law and history and 
literature. 

It was then that O'Reilly came into 
his life. They lived together with Col- 
Uns's wonderful mother. She loved 
them both, and they were her favorite 
boys. It was in that home O'Reilly 
wrote many of his most exquisite 
poems, and Mra. Brady of Georgia, Col- 
Un's sister, has several manuscripts 
of those poens. They were written on 
the back of her music. These two bril- 
liant young men share! all their con- 
fidences with their more than mother. 
and often in the small hours of the 
morning they would be at her bedside 
relating the events of the previous day 
and evening before going themselves to 
rest. She was on her own death bed 
when OReilly was being carried to his 
grave. They did not tell her of his 
death but she divined that something 
was wrong and bade her husband tell 
her. When he did so, she calmly said: 
Then I shall be the first to see him,” 
And immediately after expired. This 
splendid faith of his mother left ever 
after a profound impression on Col- 
— mind and he spoke of it to the 

t. 

Parnell often told me that Collins 
was the best and ablest and wisest 
man that he had ever known. 80 
thought John Boyle O'Reilly and so 
thought Wendell Phillips and 
Lamont and William C. Whitney and 
all who ever came intimately in touch 
with hien. He could have been in Mr. 
Cleveland’s Cabinet during both the 
latter’s first and second terms of the 
Presidency, only that he could not 
afford to give up his law business and 
live in Washington. 

The name of Pat Collins ts a talis- 
man in Ireland, for its people know 
that it was he that inepired that won- 
derful moral and material support that 
America gave Parnell and through 
which Ireland was so materially bene- 
fited. I was with him when 4 was 
made a citizen of Dublin and a citizen 
of Cork. The last time he dined with 
Parnell we were all guests of T. P

Strange to say, it was Gambetta that 
recommended the employment of a 
woman for Parnell’s ruin. Four years 
later, in the midst of the crisis, I tried 
to get Parnell to meet Collins again. 
He promised, but his evil genius kept 
them apart. It was then that Man- 
gan’s lines, “All my ideals have died 
of grief and left me wedded to the 
rude and real,” became the favorite 
quotation of Collins. It was only after 
Lord Rosebery had assured T. P. 
O'Connor that Collins would be wel- 
come at the Court of St. James that 
he allowed his name to be submitted 
to Mr. Cleveland. 

When Collins presided over the ban- 
quet given by the city of Boston to 
Prince Henry not a single relative, not 
even his son,’ Paul, had a seat at the 
banquet board. Only those had invita- 
tions who were heads of the great in- 
stitutions or of ‘the great departments, 
or of the great newspapers of the city. 
It was thus he always acted. : 

I have had the priceless advantage 
of his constant companionship for days 
and years; we have traveled together 
far and wide through America and 
through the v countries of Eu- 
rope exchanging views of men and 
things, of books and politics and states. 
manship, and the chief thing that ever 
and always impressed me was his pro- 
found knowledge of the history and 
literature of the world. He had a most 
marvelous memory, and at any mo- 
ment he could bring forth a dozen 
‘parallels to an apparently fresh situa- 
tion. He admired Lecky as a historian 
most of all, though he loved the re- 
splendent periods of Gibbon and the 
fascinating eloquence of Froude. The 
New Testament and Shakespeare were 
the models of his diction, though Shel- 
ley, Keats and Ferguson were his fa- 
vorite poets. His whole conversation 
was jeweled with epigrams, and on 
festive occasions his talk was one 
continuous flow of sparkling wit and 
babbling humor. His books were his 
real boon companions—the books that 
were classics—that contained the great 
thoughts of great men. He was sat- 
urated through and throu with the 
thought and writings of mas Jef- 
ferson, and from him he acquired that 
foundation principle of democracy, 
“Supreme trust in the wisdom and 
justice of all the people.” He loved and 
often used the celebrated phrase of 
Victor Hugo's “The children of the 
people.” His heart went out in sym. 
pathy to all who suffered. “We have 
five thousand of our people here in 
looking for work.“ he said to 
me a few weeks ago, 
heart-breaking that we cannot 
them out to the American or Canadian 
Northwest, where bread and work 
agaits them all. J. J. Hill and Shaugh- 
nessy are the two great Americans of 
the age, for they are opening up a new 
world of happy homes for the children 
of the people.’

The 
warrant upon which the accused was 
arrested some time ago was based 
upon an embezzlement charge of hav- 
ing refused to turn over to the city 
the sum of $10 collected for inspecting 
the wiring of the Durand mansion on 
Arlington Drive. 

When the Mayor learned that Dickey 
had collected money for which he 
failed to account the latter was dis- 
missed from office and later was ar- 
reated. Following this an expert was 
employed to check up the accounts of 
the office and the report of this inves- 
tigation was not made public. Dickey 
and his attorneys were furnished with 
the figures, however, and when the 
money was raised and turned over to 
the city yesterday the facts came out 
as stated.
